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1. The Yelgava (567,0'N/22°2'&) airfield, Latvian 5.5.R., is located about 17; km 
northwest of the market square of the tovm, just west of a river. The field 
measured about 2 x 1 km and hadé a grass cover. Two log cabins, one of which was 
fitted with a rod antenna, were located on the southern edge of th> field. 


2. The field was occupied by about 12 twin-engine aircraft with single tail assembly 
similar to the German He 111, about eight single-engine biplanes, and an 
undetermined nucber of singke-engine, lov-wing monoplanes. 


3. Aircraft were observed practicing firing at a towed air target north of the fielc. 


4, The airfield is located on the northwestern border of the towm. Trucks occupied 
by air force soldiers were seen proceeding to and from the airfield almost daily. 


5. There was much flying with: 


a. Single-engine fighters fitted with in-line engine anc retractable landing 
pear, about the size of the le 109 but sonewhat stubbier and not quite so 
fast. These planes flew in formations of up to 15 in firing at towed air 
tarrets. 


b. Sinple-engine cround attack planes fitted with in-line engine. These slancs 
flew individually or in formati-:ns of -ur to 15. 

Ca Binlanes from which individual parachute jumps with wo parachutes wore vrac= 
ticed. 


Tho maxinun number of aircraft observed aloft at the same tine was 50 to G0, 
the rajority or them being fichters. 
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
